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charges  commensurate  with  the  duties  involved 
in  copying  the  necessary  information  from  the 
records  of  the  Association.

"II  Pastor  Fido"  was  a  tragi-comedy  by  J.  B.  Guarini  in  great  vogue 
at  the  end  of  the  sixteenth  century;  soon  after  that  time  tapestries 
illustrating  the  principal  episodes  were  reproduced  on  the  looms  in 
the  ateliers  of  Paris  and  elsewhere.  The  following  examples  are  of 
superb  quality;  the  colors  blend  harmoniously,  and  are  illuminated  by 
the  use  of  silver.
